The High Level Bridge is 1,3375 feet long, the Upper or 
Railway Bridge being 112 feet above water level; it was 
constructed by R. Stephenson and T. E. Harrison. The 
Swing Bridge is 280 feet long, and is so constructed that 
the two centre arches swing round on a pivot to allow the 
free passage of ships. 
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
